The “Open-house™ at the Dids- 
bury Air Cadets, which was 
postponed due to the closing of 
the schools before Christmas, will 
be held this Thursday (tonight) 
evening at 7:30, 

It is hoped that parents and 
any others interested will avail 
themselves of the opportunity to 
observe at first hand the work 
the Air Cadets are doing, some 
of the courses studied and the 
procedure of an Air Cadet parade. 


The annual Town and School 
meetings were held on Friday 
evening, with only a few, other 
than councillors and school trus- 
tees, attending. 

Mayor Reiber was appointed 
to the chair. 

The financial statement showed 
the town finances in excellent 
condition with a balance on hand 
of $4,194,26, together with an in- 
vestment of $4000.00 in vietory 
bonds. 

During the reports by the 
Chairmen of the various com- 
mittees there was constructive 
criticism, the items of whieh the 
Mayor promised would be taken 
up by the incoming council, 

Mr. Tom Morris moved a vote 
of thanks to the council for their 
efforts during the year. 

Mr. A. R. Kendrick, chairman 
of the Board, opened the school 
meeting and, in the absence of 
the secretary, read the financial 
statement and report. In his 
remarks he said that the expen- 
ditures during the year had 
increased about $1100.00, which 
mainly was accounted for by the 
necessity of employing one more 
teacher and the increment in the 
salaries of the statY¥. He outlined 
the necessary improvements and 
repairs to the school and pointed 
out that the changes in the 
curriculum, involved increased 
expenditures. The report was 
adopted with little comment 

Mr. Austin commended the 
trustees on their work and moved 
a vote of thanks.

THE FARMER'S 
RESPONSIBILITY 


Ail kinds of discussions are tak- 
ing place these days concerning the 
after-war responsibilities of the Uni- 
ted Nations, of Canada and of 
different sections of the Canadian 
people, and about what particular 
duty each of us should perform. 

The farmer's duty and responsi- 
bility, however, is pressing, clear 
and beyond dispute. It is merely 
to make each acre of land produce 
food to its very utmost; both for the 
sake of humanity at large which 
needs more tood, and for the sake 
of the farmer and his own family, 

Spring is rapidly approaching, 
and the thoughts of farmers are 
now turning to seeding time. Again 
there is one clear and beneficial 
action all farmers can take that will 
aid each acre to produce the most 
food, which is simply to use the 
best seed available; for we know 
from bitter experience that a crop 
of high yield and high quality can- 
not be produced from poor seed. 

No better investment, therefore, 
can be made by any farmer than to 
purchase a few bushels of high 
quality Registered or Certified seed 
sealed io the sack and to sow this 
op a few acres of good clean sum- 
merfallow, The product from these 
few bushels in a year or two would 
soon provide enough excellent seed 
to sow the whole farm,

Seasonal Farm Plan for 
Insect Control 


There must, we fear, always be a 
large measure of guess work in farm 
‘anning until we can confidently 
tericant weather and markets, How- 
ever, we have encountered a scheme 
for planning tillage operations so as 
to Riese th insect pests, and we 
are reprinting it in our “Scedtime 
and Harvest” leaflet. Copies may 
be obtained from Line Elevator 
Company grain buyers, or from 
the Agricultural Department, The 
North-West Line Elevators Associ- 
ation, Winnipeg. 

Entomologists in Western Canada 
have not confined themselves to 
laboratory study, but have worked 
closely with the farmers themselves 
in finding methods for controlling 
field crop insects, 

The leaflet to which we refer is 
n copy of a mimeographed publica- 
tion of the Division of Entomology, 
Dominion Department of Agricul- 
ture, prepared and issued by the 
Saskatoon Laboratory. It is con- 
cerned with the control of grass- 
hoppers, wireworms, cutworms and 
wheat stem sawfly, Emphasis is 
placed on the methods of tillage 
and timing the various operations 
£0 as to discourage the multiplica- 
tion and spread of insects. 

Enormous losses are suffered as 
result of insect attack. In some 
cases, losses are attributed to other 
causes, For example, if stands of 
grain are thinned by cutworms or 
wireworms, weed growth is encour- 
aged, Insect control is an important 
factor in fighting weeds.
